



























































THERE’S NEVER been anything quite 
like Ratbags. 

The new Ten Network series pokes fun at 
just about everything Australians hold dear 
— like TV commercials, Mars bars and politi- 
cians. : 

It is made by a self-confessed team of rat- 
bags who say their main aim is to send up 
Australia’s sacred cows — which helps explain 
why three of Ratbags' ratbags descended on 
Parliament House in Canberra, with a cow 
named Daisy. 

The three—Skyways and Sullivans star 
Joanne Samuel, actor Adam Bowen and 
Melbourne funnyman Rod Quantock — were 
waving placards demanding liberation for rat- 
bags and suggesting that Deborah Kerr should 
be Australia's next Governor-General.

The police moved in again and this time 
Daisy and the ratbags were banished to the 
lawn opposite Parliament House, where this 
particular sacred cow tried to butt a couple of 
bystanders and munched on the grass before 
heading for the shrubbery and a more 
substantial meal. 

For more than 30 minutes Daisy and the 
madcap trio amused visitors to Parliament 
House, including two busloads of tourists. 

A And according to the producers of Ratbags, 
everyone watching Daisy's antics was a poten- 
tial ratbag. 

"We all are. Every one of. us," said 
producer-director John Eastway. 

Ratbags begins on TENI10, Sydney, at 7.30 
on Tuesday, June 2, on TVQO, Brisbane, 
on Tuesday, June 16 at 8.30; and on SAS10, 
Adelaide, on a date to be decided. It is ex- 


pected to be screened later on Melbourne's

THE SUCCESS OF ONE OF TV'S GREATEST PAGEANTS DEPENDS ОМ FURRY FREDERICA 


LADY DIANA Spencer and Prince 
Charles might be the focus of the 
wedding celebrations on July 29 but 
the star will be Frederica the ferret. 


For Frederica will make the television 
coverage of the glittering event possible 
for millions of viewers around the world. 


The small, furry creature, enticed by a 
bit of smelly bacon at the other end, will 
crawl through a narrow underground 
duct between Buckingham Palace and 
the television commentary box with a 
thin nylon thread tied to her tail. 





Attached to the thread will be the 
television cable linking the commentator 
and the cameras to the outside broadcast 
unit. The hook-up is vital and, says a 
Thames TV spokesman, much will de- 
pend on Frederica. 

. *"The narrow tunnel has a sharp bend, 
and the only way for a cable to be drawn 
along it is behind a hungry ferret vee 
a chunk of ham,”’ he said. 


Coverage of the wedding by BBC and 


ITV will begin at 7 am and continue to 8

pm and will be beamed simultaneously to 
more than 50 countries, including a few 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

The BBC alone expects to spend 
$700,000 on its huge operation. 

It has more than 60 cameras and 

dozens of staff placed strategically along 
the route. 
. But although many countries around 
the world will be taking the BBC service, 
they will pay only the satellite charges. 
The BBC will not make a penny out of 
the deal. Cassettes of the wedding will be 
their only income. | 

But the wedding will earn some 
revenue for British Telecom, which is the 
second largest shareholder in the three 
main satellites over the Atlantic, Pacific 
and Indian oceans. 

There will be about 10 cameras inside 
the church to capture every expression of 
the bride and bridegroom, every note 
sung by Kiri Te Kanawa, every hat, every 
dress, every smile, every tear. 

The BBC, noted for its brilliant 
coverage of outdoor events, and ITV will 
make sure you don't missa thing. 
` It will be as good as being there with 
the 2500 guests. If not better. 


Both networks will field a team of ex- 
perts and veteran reporters to describe 
the most colorful pageant London, if not 
the world, has seen since the Queen's 
glittering Coronation in 1953. 

Many hotels are already fully booked 
by the television crews and satellite space 
during the wedding week is at a 
premium. | 

The cameras will begin rolling just 
after dawn as the crowds start to build 
up along the route down The Mall, along 
The Strand and through Fleet Street to 
St Paul’s. 





With the wedding due to start at 11 
am, anyone expecting to get there after 8 
am can forget it. 

The really keen onlookers will begin 
staking out their positions with camping 
gear at least 48 hours before the day. 

And because it’s officially a public holi- 
day, some offices along the route are 
reportedly selling window space at $180 a 
person. 

Without a doubt, the best place would 
be at home in front of the television.

TV BEAUTY Joan McInnes, now ap- 
pearing on The James Pegler Show 
on ABC-TV, owes her successful 
Singing career to ап unknown 
Adelaide church-goer. 

A top model, Joan was working as a 
barrel girl on Ernie Sigley’s Tonight 
Show in the South Australian capital 
some years ago when her career took a 
sudden turn. 

‘Someone from the church I attended 
a few years earlier wrote in to Ernie’s 
show saying that I had sung in the choir 
and had quite a nice voice,’’ Joan said. 

“Td never had a lesson or anything. I 
did an audition and I was awful. 

"some months later I sang on the show 
terribly nervous and armed with a 
bottle of sherry. 

I never did find out who had written 
in — it could have been one of four or 
five women."' 

Joan went on to become a regular 
vocalist. on the Sigley Show, making ap- 
pearances on other Australian variety 
programs, and later toured with Tommy 
Tycho, Kamahl and Bob Hope. 

Since moving to Sydney last July, she 
has seldom been out of work, being in 


great demand as a singer on the club cir- 


cuit. 

Currently, the melodic and beautiful 
blonde is seen each Saturday night at 
7.90 in The James Pegler Show on ABC- 
TV, a series of six programs which were 
recorded in Melbourne towards the end 
of last year. |

"It turned out he was the advertising 
manager and he asked me to do some 
photographic modelling for the store. 

"That's how it started and the parades 
just followed on.’ 

Joan went on to become one of 


Adelaide’s top models, opening her own 
modelling agency, doing commercials and- 


later moving into TV. 

In her late 20s, Joan met Tommy 
Tycho, who later became her mentor. He 
persuaded her to do more singing and 
less modelling. 

Joan went on tour with Tommy and 
that was the beginning of what has 
become a successful singing career. 

Joan realised a long-cherished dream 
recently when she moved to Sydney and 
bought a terrace house in one of the 
city's most picturesque areas.

COP SHOP'S Roy Baker isn't 
as naive as he used to be and 
actor Gil Tucker is wondering 
if that is a problem. 

Three years after Gil and Roy 
became one, the zany Constable 
Baker is one of TV's most popular 


characters, loved by young and old. 


“ВаКег һа become less naive as I have 
matured,’’ said Gil. “I think this is 
natural and I think Roy is now a more 
three-dimensional character than he us- 
ed to be, but I can’t help worrying 
whether viewers understand this and ap- 
preciate it.’’ 

One thing is certain. Life certainly has 
changed for actor Gil. 

At 30, Gil was striving to get himself 
into showbusiness after working in a 
variety of jobs. He did a few things he 
describes as ''irresponsible'" and had a 
serious accident which put him in 
hospital for some time and set him think- 
ing about his future. 

At 33, he is one of Australia’s best- 
known TV character actors. Three years 
of regular TV work have put him and 
wife Bobbie on a solid financial footing. 
He’s confident, knows what he is doing 
and has no illusions about it. He is 
preparing to indulge himself a little by 
buying a Jaguar sports car. 


The original 13-week role which came 
while he was driving taxis for a liv- 
ing has turned into three years. His pre- 
sent contract has six months to run and 
there seems to be no reason why either 
he or the show will not go on. 


"But the important thing is that I'm 
still enjoying doing it,'' said Gil. ''Ididn't 
think I would if it went on this long. Roy 
Baker is still fascinating (о те.’ 


Backing Gil is his wife Bobbie, who 
works at ABC-TV studios in Melbourne. 


"she held me together in the six ог 
seven years before I got involved in Co 
Shop,” said Gil. | | 


"Now that I am more confident, she 
keeps my feet on the ground. 


“I was very shy and within myself 
when I was young. I read a lot and pro- 
bably tried to adopt the characters I read 
about. 


"Now that I've got past that phase, 
there's the danger of believing one's own 
publicity. I think a performer needs a. 
certain amount of ego but drawing the: 
line is a difficult thing.’’ 


Gil says it was almost two years before 
he felt he had control of the Roy Baker 
role. 

He said: “I had a problem learning 
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lines, among other things. The big words 
and the weird way Baker used them had 
to be exactly right or they didn't make 
sense. 

‘‘T suppose that now I feel I’m accepted 
as a pro among a very pro cast.’’ 

Gil admits he feels more secure in or- 
dinary life as well. The financial base 
that three years in Cop Shop has provid- 
ed has helped. The Tuckers are moving 
into a new house soon.

However, he is not sure about the vir- 
tue of security. |

Gil is confident that he hasn't reached 
any heights that would be painful to 
climb down from when his role in Cop 
Shop comes to an end. 

*"There's only the Jaguar and I can sell 
that when the time comes, '' he says. 

As for Gil's ambition in life, it's the 
same as it has been ever since he entered 
the showbusiness world. 

“My goal is to do a great performance, 
one in which I was in total control of the 
audience and of myself. 

“I have had a couple of occasions on 
stage when something like it has happen- 
ed, that night when everything goes ex- 
actly right. It's a wonderful feeling and 
it’s something to aim for,’’ he said. 

Perhaps coming to national pro- 
minence in Cop Shop has made that am- 
bition a little more attainable. Only time
